Apart from Robert 
Zabica the defence picks 
itself. 

Although reports from 
Argentina indicate that 
the 1986 World Cup 
winners believe the likes 
of Milan Ivanovic, Alex 
Tobin and Mehmet 
Durakovic are short of 
speed, their knowledge 
of each others play 
prevented any real 
exposure at the back, 

To a certain extent 
the Socceroos main 
concern is in midfield. 
With Zelic out with a 
knee injury, Thomson is 
likely to opt for safety 
rather than use the 
precocious talents of 
Steve Corica. 

Corica would destroy 
the Argentina midfield 
for pace and Carl Veart 
alongside Farina would 
allow more time for 
Aurelio Vidmar and 
Robbie Slater to push up 
from midfield. 

Will Thomson use the 
same tactical ploy as he 
did in the first leg when 
he deployed veteran 
Graham Arnold up front

ENGLAND manager Graham Taylor is living in dreamland 
as he prepares for this week's match with San Marino and the 
likelihood his team will not reach the World Cup finals. 

Taylor said: “I have a dream. Everyone has to have a 
dream and mine is qualifying for the U.S.A.” 

Britain's media believe that would be closer to a miracle 
than a dream come true, England need to beat San Marino by 
at least seven goals and for a struggling Poland side — 
demoralised by defeat in Turkey last month — to beat the 
Netherlands in Poznan. 

But a defiant Taylor said: “It may be distant, but it’s not

The popular 32-year-old 
was playing his 350th NSL 
game. 

Only Sergio 
(Adelaide City) and former 
Melbourne Knights 
performer Theo Selemidis 
are members of the “350 
Club.” 

O'Shea is having his third 
season at Wollongong, the 
club having qualified for the 
playoffs both times since his 
arrival. 

He had previously spent 
11 years at St George and 
another two with Canberra 
City. 

A motor mechanic who 
owns his own business, 
O'Shea had a “rough idea” his 
350th game was coming up. 

“J still remember my first 
game in the league,” he said, 

“Tt was with Saints in 1977 
— the first year the NSL 
operated. 

“We played Mooroolbark 
in Melbourne and lost 1-0 
when Manfred Schaefer was 
coach. 

“When you play so many 
games you have plenty of 
good memories and there 
was our 1983 grand final win 


against Sydney City. 
“T played in a back four 
which included Dave 


Ratcliffe, Dave Skeen and 


Melta — 


my brother, Robert, for five 
seasons, 

“Saints were a real force 
in those days but have fallen 
on hard times recently.” 

O'Shea is regarded as 
unlucky not to have played 
more games for Australia, 

He went on the 1984 
world tour under Frank Arok 
when the Socceroos were 
preparing for the 1985 
World Cup qualifying and 
also made Eddie Thomson’s 
B team. 

O’Shea has no doubt that 
the game is less physical 
these days than when he 
started out in the league. 

He said he wasn’t 
referring to players being 
kicked off the park. “That 
might have happened ‘at 
times’ a few years back but

not now,” he said. 

“By physical I mean 
strong and competitive over 
90 minutes. 

“By the same token the 
players coming through now 
are generally a lot more 
skilful and better on the 
ball.” 

On the subject of 
personality players, O’Shea 
said they are few and far 
between these days. 

He said the fact that many 
talented players have gone 
overseas had contributed to 


the shortage. 
“I believe the game 
certainly lacks the 


‘characters’ of a few years 
back,” he said. 

“You have to have 
personalities in any sport to 
keep paying customers 


coming back.” 

Former Saints team-mate 
Ratcliffe now Wolves coach, 
picked up O’Shea for just 
$1500 at the start of the 
1991-92 season. 

One of the best bargains 
in NSL history at that price, 
O’Shea has formed a fine 
partnership with Charlie 
Yankos. 

They were largely 
responsibile for Wollongong 
creating an NSL defensive 
record two seasons back. 

The team conceded only 
18 goals in 26 league 
matches and finished in fifth 
spot. 

O’Shea said he has 
enjoyed his football at 
Brandon Park and has no 
thoughts of retirement. 

“J still feel fit and I have 
been lucky with injuries over 
the years,” he said. 

“There have been a couple 
of stress fractures since I 
signed with Wollongong but 
Iam feeling OK now. 

“T have played with and 
against many very good 
players over the years and 
regard John Kosmina and 
Dave Mitchell as the best 
strikers I have played 
against.” 

Ratcliffe has been an 
admirer of O’Shea as a team- 
mate and now as a coach. 

“Mick has always been a 
team player, he gives a coach 
that extra confidence 
knowing he is out there,” 
Ratcliffe said. 

“I have been very 
fortunate in having Mick and 
Charlie together. 

“They are particularly 
helpful to young players 
coming into the side.” 

Ratcliffe said O'Shea is a 
great example for any young 
player just coming into the 
NSL. 

“He has always had a 
great attitude and love for 
the game.” 


Ghanaian international Ransford Banini 
said he was relieved to have escaped what he 
claimed was a soccer “slave trade” in Africa. 

Banini, who was signed by National Soccer 
League club Brunswick United for an 
Australian transfer record fee last week, said 
African players had been exploited by agents 
and their own clubs since Cameroon’s 1990 
World Cup exploits put them on the map. 

“My club tried to sell me off to a club in 
England but I did not want to go, I wanted to 
come to Australia,” Banini said. 

“] have been lucky but I know other 
players who have had no say.” 

Banini, 20, said he and several other young 
African footballers were approached by 
agents offering lucrative contracts during the 
world youth championships in Australia this 
year. 

But according to Banini, players so often 
fared badly in such deals because clubs and 
agents would take large chunks out of the 
transfer amount. 

“If an agent spotted you, he would come 
straight to Ghana and would talk to your club 
without you knowing it,” Banini said. 

“Next thing you have been sold to a club in 
Europe. It’s like you are a slave because the 
money left to players is very small.” 

Banini, who made his debut with 
Brunswick against Newcastle Breakers at the 
Western Oval yesterday, joins former Red 
Star Belgrade star Milan Ivanovic and Ned 
Zelic as the most expensive recruits to play in 
the NSL after his Ghanaian club, Goldfields 
agreed to release him for $50,000. 

He was originally brought to 
Australia by reigning NSL

As Eddie Thomson sits 
in his hotel suite in 
Buenos Aires, three days 


before the biggest match’ 


in the history of 
Australian football, some 


people would pay a lot of 
money to find out what 
was really on his mind.

Olympic in 1988. He is 
regarded by many experts 
as the best attcking 
fullback in the League but 
for some unknown reason 
his international career 
has been limited to 
appearances at Under-16 
level. 

“Our mission in 
Argentina is to win and 
the selection of a player 
like David Barrett in the 
squad would have been a 
positive move,” says ex- 
Joeys coach Vic 
Dalgleish. 

“He would have been

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Iran still an Asian 
power, says Parvin 


“ON THE Asian football 
scene, Iran are still a power 
to be reckoned with,” says 
Ali Parvin, former coach of 
the Iran national team. 

Parvin got the boot as a 
result. of his team's 
disappointing performance 
at the recent final Asian 
qualifying in Qatar where 
only North Korea finished 
below Iran. 

The Iranian authorities, 
who were hoping to 
embarrass the American 
organisers by making it to 
USA ‘94, did not take kindly 
to failure. 


But Parvin remains 
convinced Iran are on the 
Tight track. 


Ali Parvin is a familiar 
name to Iranian football 
fans. 

He was perhaps the most 
famous and skilful player of 
his generation, and played 
108 times for the national 
team. 

During that period, the 
Iranian team won three 
consecutive Asian titles, 
qualifying for the 1972 and 
1976 Olympics, and for the 
1978 World Cup, where they 
drew 1-1 with Scotland but 
lost to Holland and Peru. 

But in 1973, Parvin was to 
be bitterly disappointed as 
Australia eliminated Iran 3-2 
on aggregate en route to a 
berth in the German World 
Cup of 1974, 

“That team were not 
prepared to compete in the 


World Cup,” he said. 

“Against Australia, we 
completely lost ourselves,” 
he claims. 

He believes his World 
experience as a player is a 
big asset to him. 

Hamid Derakhshan, the 
34-year-old captain, feels 
that Iran have nothing to 
fear from other Asian 


nations despite missing out 
on USA ‘94. 

“From the technical point 
of view, we have nothing less 
than what our opponents 
have to offer,” he said, 

“The main difference is 
the high level of support 
from their federations.” 

The lack of sound 
financial support for the 
team’s preparation is among 
Parvin’s biggest concerns. 

Both Parvin and 
Derakhshan believe that 
professionalism is the 
stimulus that will propel Iran 
to Asian domination. 

“Banks and financially- 
stable companies should 
invest in our domestic game 
so that we can meet Japan, 
South Korea and Saudi 


Arabia on equal terms,” said 
Parvin. 

Derakhshan added: “When 
a player knows he can make 
a decent living for himself 
and his family by working 
and concentrating on his 
profession, that helps him 
become a better player.” 

Professionalism is a 
hotely-debated issue in the 
Tranian community. 

Parvin and Derakhshan 
believe that it is the 
inevitable next step and the 
sooner the federation accept 
this fact, the better it will be 
for Iranian football. 

The debate is likely to 
continue for some time. 

Hassan Roushan, a speedy 
winger who played in the 
1978 World Cup, is 
operating a football school 
for eight to 19-year-old 
players, 

Roushan, after receiving a 
coaching licence from the FA 
in England, started this 
unique school with the help 
of Reza Esmaili, a top 
Iranian boxer. 

“The school loses money 
every day of its operation,” 
Roushan said. 

“At this rate, it will be 
almost impossible to 
continue the school beyond 
the next five or six months, 
unless the federation take us 
under their care,” 

One can only hope that 
such education programmes 
will become a mainstay of 
Tranian football.

FOR JORGE CAMPOS! <= 


JORGE CAMPOS looks as if he 
had just walked off the beach after 
surfing Acapulco's Pacific rollers, 
with the collar of his brightly 
coloured suit — matching his 
bermudas — tumed up against the 
burning Mexican sun. 

If he had had more confidence in 
his surfing ability he might have 
been lost to his chosen profession: 
soccer. 

“T would have liked to have 
taken part in a surfing 
championship,” Campos says on 
being asked about his interests 
outside football. 

Acapulco-born Campos is 
Mexico's leading goalkeeper, with 
his place in the 1994 World Cup 
finals already secured after helping 
“his country through the 
CONCACAF qualifying rounds. 

He was part of the squad which 
very nearly upstaged their South 
American hosts in July’s Copa 
America in Ecuador. 

Mexico, taking part for the first 
time as guests, reached the final and 
lost only 2-1 to holders Argentina. 

The Copa America was the stage 
on which Campos, described by 
coach Cesar Luis Menotti as a 
goalkeeper of the 21st century, first 
came to the attention of a 
worldwide football audience. 

Menotti, Argentina’s World 
Cup-winning coach in 1978, was in 
charge of the Mexican team until 
the end of last year and gave 
Campos his first cap in 1991. 

Campos has top-level experience 
as a forward as well as keeper, and 
stands well outside his penalty area 
when his side are on the offensive. 

“By playing so far up he 
prevents counter-attacks,” says 
Menotti, 3 

“His presence sometimes 
inhibits forwards. And he’s 
incredibly quick at getting back. 

“Now and again he could 
concede a silly goal, but how many 
will he have prevented?” 

Campos makes up for below- 
average height for a goalkeeper 
with great agility and reflexes — 
his experience of Pacific breakers 


may have helped — and he says: “I 
learnt a lot from Menotti, like 
cutting down angles.” 

Campos played most of one 
season in the Mexican First Division 
with his only club, UNAM, as a 
striker, and was the team’s top scorer 
in 1989 with 14 goals. 

“The side had a very good 
goalkeeper and I realised I 
wouldn’t be able to break into the

“I know that at some time or 
other they are going to score a goal 
‘against me from far out because of 
my constant advances, but that’s 
Not going to make me change my 
style,” Campos says. 

Mejia Baron's view is: 
“Football’s a game of risk and we 
accept the risks Campos takes. He 
has the backing of his team and the 
coach.” 

Alfio Basile, coach of Argentina, 
prefers the orthodox type of 
goalkeeper, such as his immensely 
successful penalty-saving expert, 
Sergio Goycochea, and is not 
convinced about the merits of the 
Campos style, 

“When they get to know him, 
he'll have to stay back more and 
more,” says Basile, whose team 
three times went close to beating 
Campos with lobs from near 
halfway during the 1-1 draw in the 
Copa America. 

The critics sometimes call 
Campos a clown — a description 
justified by his outfits of bright pink 
with red, blue and green squares. 

Campos is 26, a bachelor from a 
middle-class background, with three 
brothers and four sisters and a 
father who owns a construction 
company. 

He gave up English language 
studies when the national team 
began to demand more and more of 
his time. 

As for his image, Campos would 
like his country’s media to make up 
their minds about him. 

“When I played as a forward, 
journalists complained at the idea 
of a keeper playing up front,” he 
says with a grin. 

“Then, when I had scored a few, 
they complained when I was put 
back in goal.”

Sampdoria, albeit 


Milan’s attitude and 
stubbornly refusing to play 
for Dutch manager Dick 
Advocaat — Cruyff takes 
over in the World Cup finals 
if the Netherlands qualify — 
Sampdoria have given Gullit 
a new lease of life at the age 
of 31. 

Back to his best? Perhaps 
not, but certainly far too 
precious a talent to be 
dumped on the football 
scrapheap. 

Gullit, who also received 
offers from Bayern Munich, 
Torino and Japan after he 
decided to leave AC Milan, 
said; “I don’t think I let 
anybody down last season, 

“I scored seven goals in 
15 matches. But I was 
disappointed that I was not 
given the chance to play 
much. 

“T felt as if I had to pass 
an exam every time I played.

Part of the problem seems 
to be that referees are 
instructed to clamp down on 
the sliding tackle from 
behind or from the side. 

In addition, the two-tone 
yellow and red card

which previously merited no 
more than a warning.

Kruse who pulled my arm 
and pushed me so violently 
that I lost my balance and 
fell.” 

Kruse, 25, was lucky that 
the disciplinary commission 
judged him guilty only of 
“unsportsmanlike conduct”, 
instead of violent behaviour. 

Back in 1966, 
international striker Timo 
Konietzka, playing for TSV 
1860 Munich, knocked a 
referee over and was banned 
for six months. 

Kruse who recently joined 
Stuttgart for $1.4 million had 
been sent off once before. 

He has a bad reputation 
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and at his previous clubs, 
Eintracht Frankfurt and 
Hertha Berlin, he was 
involved in fisticuffs with 
team-mates during training. 
He has been fined $9,000 
by Stuttgart, and has 
apologised to Osmers, to his 
club, the supporters and 
team colleagues in an open 


letter reproduced in 
Stuttgart’s stadium 
newspaper. 


On the positive side, 
attendances are up again.

Parreira feels the 
pressure in Brazil 


BRAZILIAN coach 
Carlos Alberto Parreira 
is a hero again in the 
eyes of his hard-to-please 
compatriots. 

Wins over Bolivia and 
Uruguay in the final two 
home qualifying matches changed the mood of 
a nation which had asked for his head after an 
away defeat to Bolivia, Brazil's first-ever loss 
in a World Cup qualifier. 

Here are excerpts from an interview with 
Parreira conducted by the English-language 
international magazine “World Soccer”. 

Q: What did you go through after the 
defeat to Bolivia? 

A; It was a very, very, very difficult period. 

Thank God that I have a good family and I 
am financially secure. if not, 1 wouldn’t fave 
been able to face © . 
everything. 

Sometimes I said to 
myself: is it really | 
worth it? Do I want to ~~ 
go on? 

You have to be a 
kind of Robocop to do 
this job, 

Brazil is living a 
crisis of negativism, 
socially, politically and 
economically, and 
soccer has become a § 
safety valve. It is 
difficult for the players 
as Well as myself. 

I pulled them 
around and said: “You 
have to believe in 
yourselves, you 
haven't suddenly become bad players 
overnight.’ 

And they listened. If they hadn’t, Brazil 
would not be iri the finals. 

It got to the point where we beat Bolivia 6- 
0 and one newspaper in Sao Paulo accused us 
of playing defensively. 

You can’t take that sort of thing seriously. 

Q: Why have you stuck by Rai in the 
face of so much criticism? 

A: We don’t have another player like Rai. 

When Careca left, I was able to replace him

with Muller. 

But I don’t have anyone who can stand in 
for Rai. He’s an idol and if you have one, you 
have to field him. 

It gives the team something different. 

You can’t leave someone like that out.

The TV and newspapers were against 
having him in the team and people are easily 
influenced. 

I stood up for Taffarel. He has played more 
than 70 times for Brazil at various levels. 

You can’t throw experience like that out of 
the team. Then the Press say that I am the 
only one who would put Dunga in the team. 

Yet Dunga is an excellent player who can 
pass the ball around. The manager has to be 
very strong. 

Q: Why have you used Cafu and 
t Palhinha so little? 
A: Cafu is a good 
} player but at the 
moment Jorginho is 
) brilliant.

CANTONA COPS 
4-MATCH BAN 


MANCHESTER UNITED striker Eric 
Cantona has been given a four-match 
European ban by UEFA for his display of 
petulance towards the referee at the end of 
last week’s European Champions’ Cup 
match against Galatasaray in Istanbul. 

But the European Football Union 
accepted the French player had not accused 
the referee of corruption. 

UEFA’s four-match ban on 
Cantona will come as some 
relief to the volatile French 
striker and his club, who feared 
he faced more drastic sanctions 
due to the alleged derogatory 
Temarks about European 
Teferees. 

UEFA said the suspension 
was imposed for the 
“particularly inappropriate” 
attitude shown by Cantona to 
referee Kurt Rothlisberger after the match. 

Cantona was shown the red card by 
Rothlisberger after the 0-0 draw which 
brought his club's shock early exit from this 
season’s competition. 

UEFA said it also took into account a 
yellow card given to Cantona in a previous 


UEFA added that it had looked into the 
issue of remarks Cantona allegedly made to 
the press after the match suggesting 
corruption among European referees. 

UEFA, in a statement issued following its 
disciplinary committee meeting, said: “The 
committee concluded that there was not 
sufficient evidence to open an inquiry, 
particularly as the player has formally 
denied having called into 
question the honesty of the 
Teferee.” 

“As far as incidents which are 
alleged to have taken place at the 
end of the match are concerned, 
the committee reserves the right 
to take further decisions at a later 
stage on other matters 
mentioned in the report by the 
official delegate at the match,” 
the statement added. 

Cantona had wanted UEFA to 
investigate what happened as he left the 
pitch, when he claimed he was struck by a 
policeman. 

Cantona has now joined the French 
squad to prepare for next Wednesday’s 
crucial World Cup qualifier against
